London, Sept. 14.—The sixth week 
of w ar between Germ any and France,

brought a vast transform ation. 
The

irresistible sweep of seven German 
arm ies through Belgium into France 
m et an imm ovable force at the Marne 
river. 
The arm y of General von Kluck. 
which battled so long to turn the al­ 
lies' w estern flank, itself was out­ 
flanked slowly and steadily, 
its re­ 
tirem ent before the small, but hardy 
B ritish arm y turned the tide of battle. 
If the French official reports are 
correct all the German arm ies except 
th at facing Verdun and a few miles 
southw est are retreating. 
General von Kluck's arm y, which a 
week ago was a few miles to the 
southeast of Paris, has retired more 
than sixty miles to the northeast. 
while on the extrem e right the arm y 
of the Bavarian crown prince, which 
attacked the French eastern line, from 
.Nancy to Epinal, has fallen back to 
the frontiers of Ix>rraine, perm itting 
the French to reoccupy Butteville and 
several other towns. 


Pictures Retreat as Hurried. 


General 
Joffre, 
the 
French 
com- 
mander-in-chief, pictures the retreat 
as hurried, if not disorderly, with the 
Germ ans 
abandoning 
prisoners, 
wounded and supplies. 
Sunday, Sept. 6, was the darkest 
day of the war for the allies. 
The 
French governm ent em igrated from 
Parts to Bordeaux in a long, sad, pro 
cession of m otor cars. 
An attack up­ 
on the capital appeared im m inent and 
th* main German force had ham m ered 
a huge wedge into F rance between 
Paris and 
Verdun, with its center 
some miles south of th at line. 
The French people trem bled with 
the Question w hether their arm y was 
not a beaten arm y; w hether the his­ 
tory of 1870 would repeat itself. 
The battle of the M arne, which was 
decided in a week, is regarded by 
m ilitary critics as the m ost m arvel­ 
ous reversal of roles of two arm ies 
known. 
In their view it appears to 
have decided the first phase of the 
w ar and to have made im possible the 
plan which the German staff is sup­ 
posed to have had of sm ashing the 
French by one com prehensive stroke 
and then turning the bulk of the Ger­ 
m an forces eastw ard to confront the 
Russians. 


Military Experts Cautious. 


The m ilitary experts, however, are 
still cautious. 
W hile recognizing the 
possibility th at the German arm ies 
still may rally and draw a strong de­ 
fensive line they recognize also the 
possibility of the alm ost com plete 
evacuation of France and Belgium. 
Paris announces th at the Germ ans 
have evacuated Amiens. 
The w here­ 
abouts of German reinforcem ents of 
60,000 reported to be m arching south 
on three roads in th a t neighborhood is 
unknown. 
The Belgian arm y is sticking to the 
determ ination to reoccupy Brussels 
and reports it has cut the railroad be­ 
tween Liege and Brussels, thus sev­ 
ering an im portant German line of 
com m unication, and to be rushing the 
scattered German forces, composed 
for the m ost part of reservists, to­ 
wards the southeast. 
M ilitary authorities in France con­ 
sider the position of the German ar- 
mien critical. 
The arm y w hich was

argue, hardly can retreat eastw ard on 
account of the danger from the strong­ 
ly held French 
fortress of Verdun, I 
while the m ountainous, wooded char­ 
acter of the Argonne district renders 
retreat due north im practicable.

It records a local suc­ 
cess by the arm y of the crown prince, 
which, it reports, took a fortified post 
tion to the southw est of Verdun and 
the beginning of an attack on the forts 
to the south of Verdun with heavy ar­ 
tillery. 
No date is given and the op­ 
erations may have occurred at an 
earlier stage of the battle. 
The position of the troops, as stated 
in the French reports, is th at the Ger­ 
man right arm y is retreating beyond 
the River Vesle, which runs between 
Rheim s and Soissons, th a t the Ger­ 
man forces in the center, which had 
penetrated farthest south, are falling 
back north of Vitry-le-Francois and 
Seim aize and have crossed the river 
M arne, and it is in the hilly, wooded 
country between Vitry and Verdun the 
Germ ans have lost Revigny and Bra­ 
bant.

Success Clings to Russians. 


In the battles that are proceeding in 
Galicia and Russian Poland success 
appears to cling to the Russians. They 
are reported to have won a decisive 
victory 
a t 
K rasnik 
and 
Tomaszow 
Thursday. 
The A ustrian and German 
arm ies are estim ated a t forty divi- 
sions of infantry and eleven of cav­ 
alry, totalling more than a million men. 
and reinforced by several German di­ 
visions. 
The Russians describe their 
line as extending over several hun­ 
dred versts (a verst is about two- 
thirds of a m ile). 
Fighting has been proceeding con­ 
tinuously since Aug. 25 and the Rus­ 
sians report victories both in Poland 
and Galicia. 
Vienna says the A ustrians were suc­ 
cessful during the first stages of the 
fighting in Galicia and took 10,000 pris­ 
oners, but th a t they were obliged to 
w ithdraw from Lem berg and concen­ 
trate in a better position because the 
north wing of the A ustrian arm y in 
Poland was threatened by greatly su­ 
perior num bers. 
The battle of Rawa Ruska. which 
now is proceeding, apparently will 
prove the crucial test of the A ustrian 
arm y. 
A rchduke Frederick of Aus­ 
tria is with the arm y there.

"The news is received from head­ 
quarters th a t the arm y situated east 
of Paris, which had advanced across 
the M arne, was attacked by a supe­ 
rior force of the enemy proceeding 
from Paris between Meaux and Mont- 
m irail. 
The battle lasted two days, result­ 
ing in heavy losses on both sides. 
The French troops advanced and our 
troops retreated, followed by columns 
of strong, fresh French troops.”

Germans Also Publish Their Twenty, 
first Casualty List. 
Rotterdam , via london, Sept. 14.-—

dam sche Courant from 
Berlin says 
th at the num ber of prisoners of war 
now in Germany 
is about 200,000. 
Among these prisoners are 1,830 Rus­ 
sian officers and 91,400 Russian pri­ 
vates; 440 Belgian officers and 30,- 
200 Belgian privates, and 160 English 
officers and 7,350 British privates. The 
captives include two com manding gen 
erals of the French army, two com 
m andlng generals and thirteen goner 
als of lesser rank of the Russian arm y 
and the Belgian com m andant at Liege. 
A nother dispatch says th a t the total 
losses sustained by the Germans, in­ 
cluding the twenty-first casualty list, 
which has ju st been published, are 
given as 6,53a dead, 8,391 seriously 
wounded and 4,242 slightly wounded. 
The num ber of officers killed and 
wounded was extrem ely high. 
The 
ratio of the wounded to the dead was 
about two to one, which is also ex­ 
trem e, the usual rate being five to 
one. 
It is not known to what date 
the list extends.

Sunday, Sept. 6, was the darkest 
day of the war for the allies.

the main German force had hammered 
a huge w edge into France between 
Paris

It la Impossible to exaggerate the im­ 
portance of Russia’s declaration that 
Poles loyal to the Slav cause would be 
treated with the utmost consideration 
aud that autonomy for Poland would 
result. 
The Poles form an Important 
part of the czar‘s empire, particularly 
in these troublous times, owing to the 
fact that Russian Poland lies on the 
German frontier, and nil the attacks 
of Germany on her enemy must be 
made ou Polish territory. 
The political experts of Europe have 
long predicted that this would be the 
first move of Russia in the event of 
War breaking out between that country 
and Germany or with Austria. 
The 
Poles of Russia have always enjoyed 
more freedom than the Poles living 
under the kaiser or under the Emperor 
Francis Joseph. 
On the other hand, it 
has been predicted that should Germa­ 
ny become involved In international 
conflict she would shortly face an in­ 
surrection at homo among the Poles. 


First Annsxffd by Prussia In 1772. 
The Poles, first annexed by Prussia 
in 1772, hate tho Prussians with all the 
hatred that characterizes a people op­ 
pressed by un overlord. 
The annexa­ 
tion was apostrophized as the "great­ 
est crime of the century” by Baron 
von Stein, the great Prussian patriot 
The Poles in Prussia, as afterward in 
Austria, were long treated with consid­ 
eration. 
The congress of Vienna hud 
decided that "the (Poles) nationality of 
the population must be n^peeted. that 
their mother tongue must enjoy perfect 
equality with the German language, 
that they ought to have the right to 
compete for all tile posts and dignities 
throughout the country and that, given 
equal abilities, they ought to be given 
preference for all public offices in the 
countries they inhabit.” 
To these promises the Prussian gov­ 
ernment remained faithful for more 
than two generations, so that when 
the Polish rebellion of 1863 broke out ! 
in the Russian province the Poles of ! 
Prussia held aloof. 
Daring the war of 
1870 the Polish regiments distinguished 
themselves against the French. 
They i 
marched, of course, under the Prussian 
flag, 
but sang their own 
patriotic | 
hymn, “Poland has not perished yet.” 
Policy Changed In 1885. 
JJt was not until 1885 that the I’xiii 


m anning these provinces. 
From that time on the lines have 
been drawn even tighter. 
The Polish 
language was banished first in the sec­ 
ondary schools, then in the elementary 
schools. 
Even in religious instruction 
the language could not be used. 
In 
1908 Polish coaid not be spoken in 
pnblic meetings held in a community 
where the German population pre­ 
dominated.

T h is law provides th at 
all publications m ust file an affi­ 
d avit w ith the P o stm aster Gen­ 
eral settin g fo rth full Inform a­ 
tion con cern in g their ownership, 
m anagem ent, circu lation, etc. 
A 
copy of th is affidavit m u st be 
printed in certain designated Is­ 
sues of the paper, and a m arked 
copy th ereof flied w ith the P o st­ 
m aster G eneral. 
F ailu re to do 
this 
will 
authorize 
the 
P o st­ 
m aster G eneral to deny the use 
of 
the 
m all* to the offending 
publication. 
This law h as elim inated m any 
new spaper 
evils, 
such 
as 
the 
paid editorial, the o v erstatem en t 
of circu lation , and hidden own­ 


ership. All this 
has been attained 
by the simple rem ­ 
edy of publicity I 
A sim ilar law applied to oth er 
organizations would work equal­ 
ly 
well 
and 
would 
erad icate 
m any evils, m uch corruption and 
m ism anagem ent. 
F o r instance. 
lf labor organ ization s were re­ 
quired to publish full Inform a­ 
tion ns to th eir ob jects and their 
tran saction s, and to m age public 
an accou nt o f th eir moneys, dues, 
etc., m any abuses th at now ex ­

would

L ab or 
organizations should not cu rry

Congress any m ore than business 
organizations, and they have no 
right to special exem ption from 
n n tl-tru st legislation.

W e need publicity of all b u si­

jects.

Dulu th ’s revenue from wheelage 
taxes and dog licenses is $2*425.59 I 
greater thus far this year than last 
year, according to a statement which 
has been prepared by Lindsay W. Pil- 
key of the treasurer’s office. 
Last year the wheelage tax re­ 
ceipts aggregated $ 14,847,06 and the 
num ber of tags issued was 2,127, as 
compared 
with 
$16,707.65 and 
2.- 
290 tags to date this year. 
The ad-

a.I 18.{ tags brought an increase 
of $1,860.59 in revenue. 
Although 316 fewer dog licenses 
Have been issued this season than 
last. Duluth dog owners have paid
